ASSOCIATION MERTING: HELD 
AT GAYLORD FRIDAY. 


Interesting Meeting and Many 
Inspiring Talks Were 
Given. 


The Herald-Times of Gaylord will, 
in their issue of this week, say in 
part as follows: 

No event in Northern Michigan has’ 
80 aroused the enthusiam of the gen- 
eral public aa the proposition to con- 
struct a continuous trunk line high- 
way following practically the line of 
the Michigan Central railroad from 
Mackinac to the aouthern part of the 
state. This enthusiam was clearly 
observable in the meeting which was 
held at Gaylord on Friday evening 
last when a banquet was given by the 
local business men and waa attended 
by over 125, including representatives 
from Saginaw, Gladwin, Roscommon, 
Crawford and Cheboygan counties ‘as 
well as from Otsego county. It waa 
really an epoch-making event for the 
northern part of the state. 

While a good deal of hard work has’ 
been done by the Saginaw, Midland 
and Gladwin county people in counec- 
tion with the establishment of this 
central highway it was realized that 
there was still a good deal to be done 
and the meeting at Gaylord was called 
at the instigation of Hon. W. S, Lin- 
ton of Saginaw, who has taken an 
active interest in this highway move- 
ment and who has donea great deal 
to further the construction of this 
route. 

Among those present aside from the 
county road commissioners of Otsego 
county and the business men of Gay- 
lord, were the following: Hon. W. S. 
Linton, Senator Harvey A. Penuey, 
Saginaw; Mayor C.S. Reilley, F. B. 
Aldrich, Editor Al Weber of the Dem- 
ocrat, Harry T. Glezen, Cheboygan; 
John E. Wiggins, Charles Jacobson, 
Wolverine; John Yuill, Thomas Yuill, 
Vanderbilt; Commissionera Raiph 
Hanna ann B. Peter Johnson of Craw- 
ford county; Tax Commissioner O. F. 
Barnes, Lansing; A. G. Ounweller, 
Ray McKibbin and L. D. White, Beav- 
erton, Gladwin county; W. B. Orcutt, 
J.M, Marsh, Charles Blanchard, W. 
EB. Benton, Fred Johuston, Rosqom- 
mon; R. W. Roberts of the state high- 
way department; B. M. Bryant, tield 
secretary of the Michigan Good Roads 
association, and T, F. Marston, secre- 
tary of the Northeastern Michigan 
Development burean of Bay City. 


President Allen Schreyr of the vil- 
lage of Gaylord extended a cordial 
welcome to the guests and expressed 
the hope that the dreams of alt would 
be fully realized in the near futnre in 
the construction of a good road lead- 
ing to the north country, its fine farms 
and health giving lakes and resorts. 
With the construction of such a high- 
way as proposed it would be poaaible, 
he declared to take dinner in Gaylord 
and supper in Saginaw, 

‘The toastmaster, Senator J. Lee 
Morford of Gaylord then called on 
Hon. W. S. Linton. Some two or 
three years ago, he declared the busi- 
ness men of Saginaw got the, move- 
ment started fora good road to Mid- 
land and immediately following this 
the Gladwin county boosters wanted 
the road extended into their section 
and from that the road to the north 
has come to be an assured fact. Al- 
ready the route to Roscommon county 
had been established. He said the 
idea had ‘been to extend the route to 
Mackinac by as direct a coute as poa- 
sible, not only making it a scenic 
route but one which would pass thru 
the better country as well, thereby 
making it even more attractive to the 
tourist. He stated that at the present 
time there is more than $5,000,000 
tourist money being spent in Michi- 
gan and this can be largely increased 
by road betterment. The east and 
west sidea of the state have their 
Dixie highways projected and some 
sections constructed but the road 
which ia projected along the Michi- 
gan Central will, when completed, 
catry more travel than either of the 


,|others as it willbe a more beautiful 


and attractive route. He argued that 
the Northern Michigan Tourist Pike 
should and can be compieted before 
either the eastern or western pikes’ 
can be completed, and a great advan: 
tage would thereby be gained for all 
the farmers, and residenta along the 
route and the splendid resorts made 
more popular, 

R. W. Roberta of the atate highway 
department spoke concerning the 
work which has been done along the 
caat and west Michigan pikes. He 
stated that it was approximately 240 
miles from Detroit to the Straits by 
the East Michigan Pike and that the’ 
distance would be only about 170 miles 
by way of the projected, centtal route 
which is now under discnasion,

naw, whu is a member of the commit- 
tee on roade and bridges of the senate, 
referred to the constantly increaalng’ 
tae of automobiles aud trucks not siin- 
ply by the baslabaa's .

Tax commissioner Barnes spoke 
concerniug the finaticial end df the 
fead building! proposition. He urged 
that a road to be of the greatest yalue 
must be built quickly aud be complet- 
ed.ao that the’ peopte of today may: 
have'the use of it. To do thidthe only 
Way is through the medium of a bond 
issue which distributes the burden 
which is the only fair method as the 
good road is a permanent improvement 
and not simply for the tise of the one 
who is travelling today but also for 
the people who come témorrow and in 
the coming generations. By a bond 
isane the burden falla most lightly on 
all. By a bond issue the present gen- 
eration gets an almost immediate ben- 
efit from the roads aud they are con- 
structed more cheaply ad well, 

Secretary T. F, Maraton of the De- 
velopment bureau gave a delightful 
talk, declaring that the burean had an 
Interest in every mbvement which 
tended for the development of north- 
eastern Michigan. 

Field Secretary Bryant of the Mich- 
igan good roads association told of the 
work by the association to bring about 
the reanita thus far accomplished and 
related some very extraordinary ex- 
periences which he had had in the 
various campaigns of education in the 
state. 

The commissioners and others from 
the several counties then got together 
and discussed the various routes 
which had been suggested and came 
toa decision to recommend the adop- 
tion of the road from Saginaw to 
Mackinaw aa it had been planned with 
slight exceptions. 

Otsego county is tu vote ona bond 
isaue of $150,000 at the coming April 
election for the purpose of construct- 
ing good roads. The county has been 
backward in the construction of good 
roads until the last few years and now 
is getting into the game along with 
the other counties. During the laat 
two yeara nearly four miles of trunk 
line and several miles of other good 
roads have been constructed under the 
county road system which was adopt-

How Labor and Shipbuilding Ef- 
fects Business of the | 
Country. 


William Blackman, ‘Director of fa- 
bor for the Emergency fleet corpora- 
tion, yesterday issued the following 
fnll statement of the present labor 
and shipbuilding situation as it effects 
the business of the country: 

“This war can be won through the 
construction this year by the United 
States and her Allies, of 9,800,000 tona 
of sh@ppings. This amount will not 
Only overcome the submarine lossea 
but will also leave the margin neces- 
sary to care fer transportation of 
1,500,000 American troops and supplies 
overseas."’ ‘Partial relief, but in a 
military sense only, is being obtained. 
through the limiting of imports and 
the transfer of shipa to army use from 
the less vital import trades. Under 
the President's order this work-is now 
being undertaken by joint organiza- 
tion on the part of the Shipping board 
and the War Trade board. While raw 
materials absolutely necessary to sup- 
ply the country's vital necessities will 
of course, be permitted to enter our 
ports, itis now necessary to reluctant- 
Jy but draatically curtail the importa- 
tion of sugpltes for the manufacture 
of nou-essentials—thia to be relieved 
for war purposes, 

“In spite of this method for obtain- 
ing partial relief, the only real answer 
tothe problem is ship constritction. 
This construction not only depends 
for its success npon labor, but the 
very life of labor itself depends on 
this construction—this because 13,000,- 
000 mea are employed in the manufac- 
turing plants of the United States to- 
day of whom 6,200,000 are working on 
war materials avd subsidiary indus- 
tries along. All of these men are 
threatened with forced shut downs 
and these shut-downs are abdolutely 
inevitable unless the ahigs are built.’ 
Even the trades directly manufactur- 
ing war supplies and the munitions 
plants themaelves face limitation of 
their outpnt. 

“Thia is plain on its face, for not 
only are the ports and docks jammed 
with supplies for overseas, that there 
arein seacoast terminals alone more 
than 30,000 freight car loaded with 
aupplies for Furope- literally moun- 
taina of materials for which there is 
insufficient shipping tonnage. 

“Ng greater surpiua of supplies can 
possibly be permitted to accumulate 
in these ports even though the eati- 
mated amount of war aupplies needed 
thie year for overseas shipment will 
total 8,500,000 tons. ; 

“There fa but one thing abedd—a 
forced slowdown in American facto- 
ries until the ships are built. The 
altnation ie one in whioh not only the 
Nation is vitally intédrested, tnt ope 
which atrikes at the very heart of 
labor itself. Interruptions to buai- 
nead'and conseqhert losé of earnings 
to the employee will redut, of af least 
prodkotion will be retarded—with the

Lee Phelps Writes Interesting 
Letter of His Traloing 
Experlences. 


The following interesting letter was 
received by A. lL. Phelps, auperin- 
tendent of the Game preserve at the 
Hanson Military reservation, from his 
son Ijee Phelps who teft high school 
here last fall to enlist into the aviation 
service: 

Wilbur Wright Field, Feb. 15, 1918. 
Dear father:— 

Weill I guess I will write you now as 
this is the only chance I will have for 
about 3 days. I have just bidden 
good bye to a bunch of my chums that 
have been with me since I enlisted. 
They are leaving for France. There 
wasa hundred and fifty of us, but 
they took all but about 25 of us and 
put the rest in other squadrons to fill 
up. So that they are at war strength 
when they arrive in France. 

Iam going to school now. [ get up 
at 4:30 standard; reveille at (5:00; eat 
breakfast at 5:30; clean up and then 
goto school at 7:00. We get out at 
11:00 and drill until 12:00; eat dinner 
and goto school at 1:00; get out at 
5:00; eat supper at 6:30; drill till 7:00; 
and go to bed 9:00. So you can see 
how much time I have to waste. It 
keeps me thinking to keep on time. 
But I have not been late yet. Iam a 
little bit tired to-night. Have been 
riding a motor cycle all day long. 
The firat day I went to school they put 
mein as instructor om motor cycles 
and motor trucks. I teach the other 
fellows how to ride a motor cycle and 
drive 4 different makes of trucks, a 
Ford and a Cadillac, and believe me I 
had some spills yesterday. Had 5 ac- 
cidents on a motor cycle, you see I 
ride in the side car and I am supposed 
to keep the pupil from breaking his 
neck, but it is impossible with some of 
them. One fellow turned turtle with 
me and threw me about 10 feet, I got 
up, shut the motor off and put it on its 
wheeis again. Then went on, The 
next fellow run me into a telephone 
pole but I had the motor cycle very 
néar stopped when he hit it. The 
next one tried to tear down a little 
fire honse in front of our barracks, I 
doa’t have so much trouble with the 
trucks because I can stop thent quick- 
er but with the motor cycles I have no 
time and some of them get right on 
and think they ought to hit it up about 
50 miles an hour. I took out a $10,000 
insurance policy yesterday, sol don't 
care. I received 95% on my card to- 
day andi see lam atthe head of the 
list. They are not flying here yet so 
they are going to send us all throngh 
the motor transport school and every 
one has to learn to drive a car and 
ride a motor cycle, and repair both. I 
will start on aeroplanes as soon as I 
get through with this. 

We are now under strict quaraptine 
and can not leave the field, so I have 
no way of getting to Dayton, but I 
don’t care much as I am satisfied here 
we certainly have good eats and every 
thing we want, in tact is just like be- 
ing at home. . 

There was a large bunch transferred 
into my squadron, They are mostly 
all old squadron men and are either 
corporals or sergeants, you see the 
ones receiving the highest marks in 
school are made sergeants and the ones 
next highest, corporal. I hope I get to 
bea sergeant. Iam trying for it any- 
how. I will be glad when they start 
flying here, I am studying on aero- 
planes every minnte that I can. I 
don't think it will! be long before | 
see France. 
flyers in this squadron my commander, 
Lieut. Jerome T. Potter isa flyer and 
several of the sergeants also, 

You wilt have to excuse this writing 
for I hurt my hand to-day ona motor 
cycle when a fellow went into a snow 
bank with me. It was quite cold here 
to-day. I borrowed a helmet, sweater, 
scarf and wristlets and then I had to 
come in side every once and a while to 
get warm. Well it is 15 minutes to 
nine so I guess I will close hoping to 
hear from you soon I remain,

In other words, ifm group of 
shipyard workers tie up the shipyards 
or fail to give a full day's work, not 
only wilt they result In atoppagegpt 
each man's work, tie up from: fifteen 
to twenty other yard workera and 
throw them out of employment, but 
[the eteppige will also effgct the di- 
fect employment ‘of ~6,200,000™ war 
workers as well as the employment of 


the entire 13,000,000 workers throngh- 
out the country.” ae ’

Ambition and power had been the 
life ladder of the tyrant aud thus this 
new spirit among men was a marvel 
to his selfish mind. The lesson of 
friendship sunk deep in his heart and 
Damon and Pythias were granted par- 
dons and restored to positions of hon+ 
or in the kingdom they loved ao dear- 
ly, and their great lesson of friendship 
has gone down thru countless ages 
and will ever be the heritage of mor- 
tal man.

Our Best Efforts Required. 
“Notwithstanding an tncreased pro- 
duction of staple crops in the United 
States In 1917, there ts need for more 
food,” the program states. “Taking 
into ‘account our own needs, the needs 
of the nations associated with us in 
this war, and the needs of friendly 
_ newtral nations, our best. efforts will 
--be. required to provide enough food. In 
1918,.. Whether the war continues or 
not, the demands on this country, be- 
canse of the Increasing population and 
the needs of Europe will be great. An 
especially strong demand will be made 
on this country for meats and live 
stock, In 1917, notwithstanding the 
many difficulties encountered, the 
farmers planted the largest acreages 
in the history of the nation, harvested 
record crops of most things except 
wheat, and succeeded in greatly in- 
creasing the number of live stock.” 
“The situation is such that chief em- 
phasis should be gtven to the produc- 
tion of the great staple food products, 
‘with special stress on wheat and hogs, 
the leading war foods.” 
-. The South is urged to provide food 
' -for its own people and feed for its live 
stock and then to plant as much cotton 
a8 can well be cultivated and harvest- 
ed. .To ralsers of hogs and beef ani- 
amals the world need for meats and 
fats is made clear, Farmers are urged 
to join with the men on the ranges in 
providing sheep whose wool is needed 
to equip soldiers. 
The program discusses the farm la- 
_ bor problem, points out the lines of ef- 
fort for relief, and outlines the activi- 
ties of the federal and state agencies 
‘to furnish assistance, 
Spring Wheat. 

In dealing with the question of 
spring wheat, the program states: : 

The acreage of spring wheat should 
be increased in order to make certain 

” that we. shall have an adequate supply 
of wheat for our own uses ahd to meet 
the needs of the allios, 

“While the area of winter wheat 
sown in 1917 was the largest on record, 

’ the condition of the crop, as reported 
on December 1, was the lowest ever 
recorded, indicating a probable produc- 

' Hon of only 540,000,000 bushels. 

; Whether the actual production will be 
greater or less than the estimate will 

depend upon conditions prevailing be- 
tween now and the time of harvest. If 
‘there were planted to spring wheat in 

_ the United States this year an acreage 
equal-to the sum of the record planting 
in each spring whent state within the 
last ten-years, there would be sown ap- 
proximately 23,800,000 acres. If there 
should be planted an acreage equal to 
‘the sum of the record planting for each 
State within the last five years there 
would: be sown approximately 21,000,- 
000 acres. The.record planting for any 
year was 20,8819000, In 1911. The acre- 
age for 1917. was 18,511,000.

Following is a summary ef other im- 
pertant recommendations regarding 
cereals; meat, poultry, and perishables. 
Hogs. The number of hogs should 
be increased by at least 15 per cent 


| during the year 1918. 5 


Sugar. Effort shoyld be made to 
maintain the acreagé of sugar cane and 
sugar beets, and to increase these 
areas in so far as these crops are well 
established or are caanaoeat to sound 
agricultural practice. 

Production of satistnetors substi- 
tutes for sugar, including sorghum, 
corn and cane sirup, maple products 
and honey ean .and should be in- 
creased. 

Dairy Products. The supply of dairy 
products should be maintained to meet 
the needs of this country and to help 
supply the increasing demands of the 
allfes. 

Poultry. Poultry production should 
be increased greatly, especially in back 
yards and on farms where waste mate- 
rial is avaflable and the purchase of 
expensive grains and other material ts 
not required. 

Corn. An acreage of corn approxi- 
mately equal to that of 1917 should be 
planted, with possible slight reductions 
in certain sections to free sreas for 
spring wheat. 

Oats, Barley, Rice, Buckwheat and 
Flaxseed. The area in oats should be 
maintained, espectally in regions and 
on sotls which are not so well adapted 
to other grains, but with a small! reduc- 
tion to provide for increasing. the 
wheat acreage. Barley production 
should be increased in regions where 
it grows best, especially in the north- 
ern edge of the corn belt and in sec- 
tlons north and west of the belt; and 
rice, buckwheat. and flaxseed produc- 
tion should be maintained and, !f pos- 
sible, increased. 

Potatoes. The normal acreage of 

Irish and sweet potatoes should be 
maintained in 1918, notwithstanding 
the large crops in 1917. 
* Hay, Forage and Pastures. Wher- 
ever feasible, the area devoted to hay, 
forage and silage crops should be in- 
creased and these products should be 
used to a grdéater extent In place of 
grains-and other concentratés. 

Beef Animals. The number of beef 
animals should be malnotained and, in 
areas where it is clearly the best range 
and farm practice, should be Increased, 

Beans, Peas and Peanuts, The pro- 
duction of beans and peas should be 
increased in regions to which they are 
adapted, because of their high food 
value, keeping qualities, and avalilabil- 
ity for domestic or export trade. Soy 
beans and peanuts should be increased 
in order to supplement beans and peas 
as htiman food, as a source of much 
needed oll, and as animal feeds. 

Perishables. (nu) Market gardens 
near large consuming centers should 
be increased so as to meet, as nearly 
as possible, the needs of the communi- 
ty, and.in order to obviate the neces- 
sity .of transporting such products 
from distant points, 

It Is Important to do all that is pos- 
sible to relieve the strain upon trans- 
portation facilities. 

(b) The planting of home gardens, 
especially for family needs and for 
preserving food for future use, again 
should be emphasized. 

(c) The commercial production of 
ferishables generally should be in- 
creased above norma! wherever it, is 
reasonably clear that transportation 
and marketing facilities will be avail- 
able.

“I can fundamentally agree with the 
four principles, which in President 
Wilson's view must be applied in a 
mutual exchange of views, and thus 
declare with President Wilson that a 
general peace can be discussed on such 
a basis. 

“Only one reserve need be made 
in this connection: These principles 
must not only be proposed by the 
prestient. of the United States, but 
also much be actually recognized by 
all states and peoples.”

CNL CONFLICT CONTINUES 


America's Preparatiens Are . Being 
Speeded Up, and Firet Battlepianes 
Are Shipped, None Toe Soon— 
Premier Lloyd -George Sus- 
tains the Program of the 
Supreme War Council.

“No longer belleving in the pacific 
intentions of Russia,” and with the 
professed ‘purpose of. restoring peace 
and order in the parts éf that country 
they already occupy, the,Germans last 
week re-opened the war on the bol- 
sheviki, Their first advance took them 
across the Dylna and Into Dvinsk and 
Lutsk, and thence they continued on 
their way toward Petrograd, gathering 
in many prisoners and large quantities 
of arms and suppiles. After protesting 
against the resumption of hostilities 
against Russia, Austria-Hungary joined 
in the invasion. The move {s extreme- 
Ay unpopular among the soctalists of 
Germany and the people generally of 
Austria, but the Prussian militarists 
have the whip-hand and pay little heed 
to objections from others. 


Continuing their advance, toward the | 


end of the week the Germans sent a 
large fleet vf warships to Reval and 
{landed troops to invest that great sea- 
\ port. They also landed a force of 
Finns, who had been fighting in the 
German army, in Finland, presumably 
to attack the bolsheviki at Tammer- 
tors and Viborg. 

Trotzky, finding hid hope that the 
Teutonic workers and peasants would 
refuse to fight against those of Rus- 
sia, emitted a loud wail, offering to 
sign the peace treaty Germany had de- 
manded, but seemingly Dr. Von Kuehl- |- 
mann deemed it too late, Further- 
more, there were strong indications 
that the long-expected split in the 
ranks of the bolsheviki leaders bad 
come, for Lentne countermanded Trotz- 
ky’s orders for immediate  de-

The Red guard is necessarily seat-

routed the Cossacks {n Astrakhan, In 
Finland, too, they claimed decided vie- 
tories. over the White guard of the 
government. Official dispatches from 
Petrograd said the Ukrainians had 
made an alliance with the Roumanians 
and that a joint army had occupied 
Kishinev, but that the bolsWeviki 
forces hrd driven them from Tiraspol 
on the Dniester.

SLAV ARMIES MUST DISBAND 


Terms Include Provision to Police 
Principal Cities—Czar May Be 
‘ Restored to Throne. 


Petrograd—The peace terms submit- 
ted at the Brest-Litovsk conference by 
the Central powers were as follows: 

Russia should surrender 160,000 
square miles of territory, having a 
population of 18,000,000 and pay an 
indemnity subsequently modified to 
approximately $1,500,000,000. 

The Central. powers were prepared 
to return to Russia 7,000 square miles 
in the Grodno government, province of 
Lithuania. 

Russia should agree not to sprea 
revolutionary propaganda in the Cen- 
tral empires. i 

The commercial treaty which was 
abrogated at the beginning of the war 
should be reconstituted and extended 
30 years. 

Reports reaching: Petrograd are to 
the effect that the newest German de- 
mands include the policing of all the 
principal cities of Russia. 

The bolshevik authorities are ready 
to accept the peace terms originally 
outlined by the central powérs and al- 
80 to accede to a demand that Russia 
evacuate the small portion of Austrian 
territory still held, as well as,Armen- 
fan and all other territory captured 
Turkey. 


Czar’s Rule May Be Restored. 


London—Germany intends to re- 
store the imperial family to the throne 
of Russia, according to reports here, 
maintaining it by German officered 
troops, declaring neighborly considera- 
tion compels her to maintain order in 
the dominions of her neighbor, who is 
unable to maintain this herself. 

Plans for the German occupation of 
Petrograd were completed many wheks 
ago, delay being due to the necessity 
of taking steps to further disorganize 
the government and demobilize the 
army, and thus prevent any systematic 
destruction of Russian territory before 
the German advance,

Buildings to Be Completed By May 10 
—Wil Employ Nearly 15,000 Men. 


roit—Construction work on Hen- 
Ford’s shipbuilding plant for the 


pullding of anti-submarine boats has 
ibeen started in. River Rouge. Five 
buildings, covering. an area of five 
acres and costing, with their equip- 
ment, approximately $2,000,000, are to 
be completed by May 10. Between 
10,000 and 15,000 men will be em- 
ployed.

in their home towns. For such boys— 
and only such boys—who find it impos- 
sible to be active members of troops, 
‘provisions have been made for enroll- 
ing them as Pioneer Scouts. 

A Pioneer Scout is admitted to mem- 
bership upon written application on a 
form provided by the national council, 
which tells what he must do. His ob- 
ligations are the same as those of the 
active scouts who are members of 
troops.

consummation of this supply, fresh} 


fowls are with-held from the market 
The prices quoted on these cold-stor- 
age fowls are from 32 to 36 cents per 
pound wholesale. Of course this enor- 
mous amount of meat must be saved, 
but how does it happen that packers 
are permitted to gut the market at a 
time when such meat should be cheap, 
thus forcing the price beyond reason 
and then later gouge the public, in 
their greed to gain wealth, at the ex- 
pense of the masses. The laboring 
people are wronged by such methods 
withoutdoubt. Their dollars are re- 
quired ina hundred different places 
but when individuals or corporations 
are permitted such practices it is the 
Wage-earner who has to guffer. lt 
might not be quite so bad if the pro- 
fits were regulated, as they have been 
ina few commodities, suchas sugar 
and other comuiodities. This ap- 
pears much like profiteering, and we 
only trust and hope that regulatory 
laws will soon remedy such injustices.

This paper announced last week 
that cértaig changes were to occur 
among the local Iamber companies, 
These chauges were uot fully deter- 
mined upon and full particnlars were 
uot available at that time. 

In an interview with Mr. Hausun he 
states that the band mill of the Sal- 
ling, Hanson Company has been sold 
to R, Hanson & Sons and they will 
begin operation of it about May 1st. 

The saw mill of R. Hanson & Sons, 
located at T-Town, will be sold and 
shipped ont of town, probably to the 
upper peninsula. The planing mill of 
R. Hanson & Sous wili be operated as 
a box factory aud planing mill com- 
bined. ‘This will be placed in charge 
of a competent manager just a8 soon 
as arrangements can be madé. The 
families living at T-Town will be pro- 
vided with employment at that plant. 
T. W. Hanson, who has been manager 
of the T-Town mills since they started, 
will have charge of the band mill. 

Mr. Hanson says there are two réa- 
sons for making these changes. One| 
reason is because of the scarcity of} 
labor and another reason is that not 
sufficient logs are oUtainable to oper- 
ate three saw mills at this place. This 
combination will prolong the life of 
the lumber business in Grayling. 

Efforts have been made the past few 
years to substitute paper for making 
boxes, but it ‘is found that the losses 
to shippers occurring in damaged 
goods.and breakage more than off-sets 
the saving by this substitution. There 
is plenty of vox timber in this region 
and the prospects are bright for a 
long term of operation by the box fac- 
tory. 

O, W. Hanson is in charge of opera- 
tions for the Salling, Hanson Com- 
pany, and Mr. R. Hanson says that he 
will be relieved of some of the work 
of looking after the affairs of this 
company. 

There is no doubt but that these 
changes are of great concern to the 
people of Grayling and insure a longer 
life to our industrial institutions, and 


thus a big benefit to our people.

TELL POINTS TO LOOK FOR 


stobtdan Agricultural Collega Offers 
Suggestions for Guidance of Users 
—Simplicity. One of Essentials ’ 
. In the Proper Handilng. 

By PROF, H. H. MUSSELMAN, 
Department of Farm Mechanics, Michl- 
gan Agricuitunai College. 

East Lansing, Mich.—A virtue of the 
tractor worth appraising ‘at this time 
is to be found’ in ‘the fact that it will 
release for the production of human 
food ‘much more land than will be 
available if horses alone are ‘depended 
upon for power. Five acres of land, 
some authorities say, must be devoted 
to providing grain, hay and pasturage 


for every horse kept—which, if true. 
merns that for every horse supplanted 
-by a tractor, an additional five eres 
are released for the production of food 
for men. The tractor, if must be re- 
membered, operates with fuel which 
does not require acreage. 

But not infrequently there is a vast 
difference between theoretical. and 
actual saving. A study of the tractor 
where it has been used shows, how- 
ever, that It does reduce the number 
of horses necessary, though not to the 
extent which some claim. On 27 Mich!- 
gan farins where tractors are used the 
nuinber of horses worked has been cut 
down an average of two, or one team 
less per farm. 

The very light tractors now being of- 
fered are in many ways unlike their 
predecessors in design. They show, 
Fanvong other things, niuch greater re- 
finement and there is a tendency to- 
ward lightness, compartness and the 
use of roller and ball bearings to lessen 
frictions while more attention Is given 
to the protection of the engine and 
working parts of the machine from 
dust and dirt. 

An outline of the features which a 
good tractor should possess ts set forth 
in the following: 

1, Simplicity. 

2. Durability-—This should include 
! good material, good workmanship and 
good design. 
| 3, Aecessibility—Under this should 
' come engine parts, bearings and trans- 
mission. 

4, Interchangeability. 

5. Well protected working parts. 

6. Adaptability—By this is. meant 
the euse with which it can be used for 
plowing, tilling, hauling and with belt 
for cutting wood, filling the silo and 
so farth. 

7. Ense of operation—That Is, its 
ability to turn In a small radius, vis- 
{bility of work, and ease with which it 
can be manipulated. 

8. Weight—This should be sufficient 
to secure traction and light enough to 
prevent injury from packing the soll, 

Among these points enumerated 
above none are more {mportant In the 
design of the tractor than the accessi- 
bility and interchangibility of parts. It 
will not be conventent to take the trac- 
tor to a garage or repair station as {is 
done with the automobile. Repnirs 
must be made in the field and most of 
the time by the operator himself, 
wherefore {t Is necessary that parts be 
easy to reach and thbir removal and 
replacement made simple, It must also 
he remembered that the tractor Is a 
rush-geuson machine and belng able to 
make repairs readily and quickly 1s 
highly essential. 

The protection of working parts 
from dust and dirt 1s also necessary fn 
{a successful tractor. The automobile 
{g well taken care of in this respect. 
All moving parts, gears and mechan- 
isms are well. enclosed and arranged 
to run in ofl. In addition the automo- 
bile fs a machine with speed enough 
to keep ahead of Its own dust.

TRY TO KEEP COWS GAINING 


Mistake to Think Animals Give Maxi- 
- mum Amount of Milk Immedi-— 
@ ately After Freshening. 


Ordinarity most farmers expect 
their cows to give their greatest milk 
flow immediately after freshening, 
and from that time on to gradually 
decrease, . This is not as it should 
be, however, for it is the experience 
of many good feeders that £ cow can 
be made to increase in milk flow from 
the time she calves until a month 
or more afterward when she is at 
her maximum production. It requires 
careful feeding and close attention to 
do this, however. The cow’s general 
condition must be watched and she 
must be fed accordingly. There is 
many a cow that is now only an in- 
different milk producer that might 
have a bbktter record to her credit if 
she were given better feed and care.

The best time to have cows calve 
is in October and November, as they 
will then give the largest flow when 
prices for milk products. are highest, 
and they are nearly dry when hot 
weather comes. To calve at this time 
eows must be bred between December 
and February 20.
